LABOR BUREAUS 
AS PROVINCIAL INSTITUTIONS 

On a resolution by.an Edmonton delegate, Woodward, 
the Dominion Trades and Labor Congress in convention as- 
sembled at Calgary adopted a resolution yesterday calling 
upon the government to abolish all private employment of- 
fices and provide for the establishment instead of labor bu- 
reaus as provincial and municipal institutions. 

The resolution is one the justice of which is apparent on 
the face. In Edmonton. especially the injustice done the 
laborinymen by the private employment bureaus is well and 
unfavorably known. Where there is a private personal in- 
terest iu the discharge of a laborer in order that a place may 
he made for another who has to pay for the job there is al- 
ways fikely to eixst the conditions which a year or more ago 
were complained of so bitterly on the railway grade to the 
west. The very fact of a man who is ready and willing to 
perform honest labor having to pay in advance for the oppor- 
tunity to work with his hands is abhorrent of ilself and a cir- 


“cumstance which makes the employment office undesirable 


of its own account, to say nothing of the attendant abuses 
which have acconwanied the system of labor officesnot only 
here bul in all other parts of the west. 

Furtnermore, the private employment bureau makes no 
effort whatever to direct the trend and flow of labor, work- 
ingmen drifting about haphazard and catching a job wherever 
they find it open, with the result thal there may be, and al- 
most always is, a surplus of labor in one part of the country 
while there is a scarcity of Jabor in another. Government 
emplayment bureaus would regulate all this and in the direc- 
tion of harvest help alone would justify the existence of the 
hureaus,

TION—NEARLY 2,000 GALLONS 
USED DAILY IN CiTy, 


How much milk does Edmonton con- 
That is a question that is more 
diMeult to answer than it would be to 
delermine the quantity of beer con- 
sumed each day in the municipality, 
Htecords are kept of the effervescent 
draughts but it is difflcult and almost 
impossible to ascertain the exact num- 
her of quarts of milk consumed daily in 
the city, However an estimate can be 
Siven pretty nearly due to the dairy 
inspection that the municipality main- 
tains through a dairy specialist as in- 
spector, 

Through regular channels there is 
delivered in the city daily approximate- 
ly 1,706 gallons of milk. Aside from 
the Edmonton Gily Dairy, an associ- 
ation composed of some thirty or more 
dairymen, there are nine individuals 
Who conduct dairies and own milk 
routes within the city. 

Aside from these sources there are 
numerous individual families who keep 
one or two cows and supply neighbors 
daily with milk. This class of business 
amounts to probably three hundred 
sallons daily, whieh would bring the 
total amount of milk consumption to 
approximately 2,000 gallons, 

Taking the conservative estimate sf! 
30,000 people for this side of the river | 
it figures out that eaeh individual 
within the city consumes an average 
of one half pint of milk daily, 

For the protection of the public, as 
rigid an inspeetion of the dairies is 
made as can be done with the facilities 
and force allowed. The dairy inspec- 
tor is about the busiest city employe in 
the municipality. Me is continually in- 
Specting dairfes, and re-inspecting 
them to see that the dairymen not only 
have all the requirements in the way 
of sanitary conditions, but that they 
maintain them. A record Is -kept of 
every dairy from month to month, 

Each dairy is scored. By scoring is 
meant taking into consideration all the
